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'Crucial' 
meet on 
water set

Members of a subcommittee on pric­ 
ing, allocation and financing for state 
project water will hold their 18th and 
final meeting in Santa Ynez Wednesday 
at 1 p.m., with vital interests of the 
Fourth Supervisorial District at stake. 
The committee consisting of T.F. Van 
Natta. chairman and representative of 
the first supervisorial District; A1 Paul, 
second district; Art Scott, fourth dis­ 
trict; Arve R. Sjovold, third district; and 
Maurice F. Twitchell, fifth district, will 
come up with recommendations that are 
crucial to a final determination on the 
importation of state water, if and when. 
The subcommittee is an arm of the ad­ 
visory committee on water which in turn 
serves the County Water Agency. 
Subcommittee 
recommendations 
which are approved tomorrow will be 
considered by the full committee on 
April 20 before final submission to the 
Water Agency. 
All of the questions and recommenda­ 
tions are vital to residents and taxpayers 
of the Fourth Supervisorial District, as 
they are to the other districts, but the 
one on cost distribution is particularly 
sensitive. 
Scott, former mayor and long-time 
councilman, and now a member of the 
subcommittee, made a last ditch effort a 
couple of weeks ago to try and protect in­ 
terests of the fourth district. The issue is 
involved in recommendations on who 
pays how much for the state project 
water. As recommended for subcommit­ 
tee consideration, the “Railroad Ticket’’ 
method of cost allocation could hit the 
Lompoc area hard. Under the method, 
the farthest points from the delivery of 
state water near Santa Maria would pay 
the most. Lompoc in this context is at the 
end of the line. 
Scott succeeded in introducing a letter 
from Lompoc city attorney Alan 
Davidson, which sets forth the argument 
taxpayers of the entire county have been 
contributing annual sums of $100,000 for 
Cachuma Reservoir; and another $50,000 
for Twitchell water project, the latter 
near Santa Maria. 
Davidson’s letter beings: “We recent­ 
ly discussed the fact that the Lompoc 
area has been contributing, through its 
county water agency 
taxes, to the 
Cachuma and Twitchell projects, both of 
which do not provide it with any direct 
benefits. Our discussion arose because of 
the pervading Lompoc feeling that when 
the importation of state water occurs, at 
that time it will be Lompoc's turn to ask 
for a contribution on countywide basis to 
help to pay for its share of the distribu­ 
tion system.” 


Crucial to the argument of Davidson is 
a statement by Twitchell on Dec. 4, 1944 
at a time when he was a county super­ 
visor: (statement in part) “We believe 
that if the people of the county as a whole 
work together as a unit in financing the 
first two dams there will be no difficulty 
in obtaining like cooperation in financing 
the balance of the projects within the 
county. We believe the water program 
will demonstrate that the people of every 
area in the county have a sincere desire 
to be fair to every other part of the 
county and as long as this attitude per­ 
sists there will be no difficulty in financ­ 
ing the future projects ” 
Future projects in the present context 
would be the state project water impor­ 
tation program. 


International 
issues aired by 
Vance, Gromyko 


MOSCOW (UP1) - Soviet and 
American negotiators put their dif­ 
ferences over human rights issues aside 
today and tackled other bilateral and in­ 
ternational matters. 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance and 
Soviet Foreign M inister Andrei 
Gromyko opened the second day of U.S.- 
Soviet talks with a discussion of issues 
believed to have included restraint of in­ 
ternational arms sates, and military 
reductions in Central Europe, the Middle 
East and the Indian Ocean.

KLM airliner 
blamed for 
jet disaster 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, Spain 
(UPI) — Both Spanish and Dutch of­ 
ficials said today the KLM 747 that 
roared down a runway Sunday and slam­ 
med into a Pan American jumbo jet had 
not been cleared for takeoff. 
In Tenerife, assistant airport director 
Juan Linares told reporters, “The KLM 
was on standby.” He was replying to 
questions whether the plane had been 
cleared for takeoff. 
Sunday's fiery runway crash, the worst 
in aviation history, killed at least 575 
persons. Everyone aboard the KLM 
flight died in the wreckage and only 68 of 
the persons aboard the Pan Am flight 
survived. 
Survivors of the disaster, meanwhile, 
began boarding a U.S Air Force mercy 
plane for a flight back to the United 
States after a confrontation betwen U.S. 
officials and Spanish hospital authorities 
who wanted the injured left behind for 
treatment here. 
(A member of the Dutch commission 
of inquiry sent to Santa Cruz said in an 
interview with Dutch radio that the com­ 
mission listened to the tapes of the ex­ 
changes between the control tower and 
the two planes and drew two conclu­ 
sions: 
—The KLM plane started without 
definite takeoff clearance. 
—the Pan American 747 had taxied 
further than it had been authorized.) 
Earlier, U.S. and Pan American of­ 
ficials reacted angrily to a statement 
from the Spanish air ministry absolving 
airport and air control personnel from 
all blame. 
A Pan American official said the state­ 
ment was “entirely premature and un­ 
called for.” 
According to earlier information 
released by Spanish officials, the dis­ 
aster appears to have been caused by a 
misunderstanding in exchanges between 
the control tower and the captains of the 
two planes preparing for takeoff. 
Linares told reporters that he had 
listened to all the tapes of the exchanges 
between the tower and the planes, and 
that all orders had been given clearly 
and “in perfect English.” 
At Los Rodeos airport, the survivors of 
the disaster began boarding a U.S. air 


force mercy plane for a flight home. The 
operation was delayed by opposition of 
hospital authorities against the evacua­ 
tion of the injured. 
The opposition was eventually over­ 
come. 
The first aboard the C130 cargo plane 
were Americans seriously injured in the 
ground crash of Pan American and KLM 
747 jets that killed nearly 600 persons. 
Some arrived at the airp o rt in 
stretchers, others in wheelchairs and a 
few walked. 
U.S. officials said the Hercules would 
fly the injured to Las Palmas where a 
C141 Starlifter fitted out as a hospital 
waited to fly them to the burn center of 
the Brooke Army Medical Center in San 
Antonio, Texas. 
They said the cargo plane would 
probably have to make three trips 
between two Canary islands before all of 
the 68 known survivors of Sunday’s 
crash, including the 56 injured, were 
evacuated. 
Most of the hospitalized were burn vic­ 
tims en route to treatment at the San An­ 
tonio center, one of the world’s best 
medical complexes for bums. 
(A spokesman for the Brooke center in 
San Antonio said about 60 of the injured 
passengers were expected to arrive 
there tonight. He said the survivors 
would be airlifted by military transport 
first to McGuire Air Force Base in New 
Jersey and then to Kelly Air Force Base 
in San Antonio. Brooke and its bum 
center is located at Ft. Sam Houston, one 
of the five military reservations in the 
San Antonio area.) 
(Pan American in New York said that 
subject to U.S. Air Force medical judg­ 
ment, some passengers would disembark 
at McGuire for transfer to their 
preferred destinations.) 
American officials said the survivors 
were anxious to return to their native 
land, but that Spanish hospital authori­ 
ties initially objected to releasing them 
until they were well. 
A Spanish doctor at the general 
hospital said he saw no reason why the 
patients — 11 of them in critical condi­ 
tion — should be taken away. 
“We can give them as good care as 
anyone else," he said.

Center beds supported 


$100,000 grant 
approved for Lompoc 


The City of Lompoc's request for a $100,000 grant for street and utility improve­ 
ments on a 10-acre site the city hopes to annex in the southeastern sector has been ap­ 
proved. City Administrator Gene Wahters reported today. 
Wahlers, who has just returned from a three-day meeting of the Farmers Home 
Administration in Woodland near Sacramento, said he had been assured at the 
meeting that the government would provide the city with a tetter of grant reservation 
for the $100.000 amount. This morning Congressman Robert Lagomarsino’s office 
confirmed that the grant had been approved. 
As a result of encouragement received at the Woodland meeting, Wahters said the 
city will apply for an identical $100,000 grant for additional street and utility improve­ 
ments This is a reimbursable type of program, he said, with the city expending the 
money and getting paid back by the government 
The project to be benefited by the initial grant is just off the intersection of 
Highway 246 and Highway 1. with the site located between two existing city parcels. 
The improvements will make it feasible to develop the property for industrial 
development. Wahters said. 
The city is working with the railroad to get a spur to the site, and rail officials also 
will assist with getting a client for the development, Wahters said.

Salary parity should be achieved in 
Municipal Court staffing in Santa Maria 
and Lompoc along with Santa Barbara, 
the Board of Supervisors was told Mon­ 
day by Santa Maria Municipal Judge Jon 
Gudmunds 
Judge Gudmunds protests directed 
against recommendations of the county 
administrative office for reclassifica­ 
tions and substantial pay boosts for top 
staffers in the Santa Barbara-Goleta 
Municipal Court without similar ad­ 
vances for those in the other two courts 
partly contributed to the supervisors 
voting for a two-week continuance to 
April 11 in the matter. 
The continuance was agreed to on a 
motion by Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund, of Lompoc. 
Hedlund said he “felt uncomfortable 
with the administrative officer’s recom­ 
mendations” in that he has not been able 
as yet to talk personally with Lompoc 
court staff. The two-week continuance 
was approved unanimously. 
Administrative Officer Raymond 
Johnson had recommended approval of 
reclassification and salary upgrading of 
the jobs of clerk/administrative officer 
and assistant clerk/administrative of­ 
ficer of the Santa Barba ra-Goleta court 
from range of $639-$786 bi-weekly to $688- 
$841 bi-weekly for the former, and from a 
current range of $495-$605 bi-weekly to 
$524-$639 bi-weekly for the latter job. 
The clerk of the Santa Maria Municipal 
Court and assistant were not recom­ 
mended for title change or salary boost, 
although reclassificatio n s were 


requested the same as in the Santa Bar­ 
bara court. Salary ranges would remain 
unchanged as well, and would be the 
same as the current Santa Barbara 
salary ranges for the two top positions 
No reclassifications were requested or 
recommended involving the Lompoc 
Municipal Court, it was stated by 
Johnson 
When told case loads were much 
higher in the Santa Barbara-Goteta court 
than the other two municipal courts. 
Judge Gudmunds maintained that there 
was “no differential in responsibility ... 
the work of the head clerk is identical” 
in Santa Maria as compared with Santa 
Barbara court. 
Johnson said he “didn’t agree," and 
maintained differential in "volume of 
activity” existed to support a pay and 
classification difference 
Case load figures were cited to show 
the Santa Barbara-Goteta Court with ap­ 
proximately 115,000 per year, compared 
to current estimates of 25,000 in Santa 
Maria and 7.900 in Lompoc court. 
“But management responsibilities are 
about the same.” persisted Judge Gud­ 
munds. 
Judge Gudmunds went on to say he felt 
the Santa Maria Court wasn’t being in­ 
formed of such recommendations in ad­ 
vance and teamed about them only 
through "sub rosa communications 
from elsewhere 
“I take exception to that,” replied 
Johnson. Johnson maintained the Santa 
Maria and Lompoc courts “concurred 
with the recommendations" in regard to 
the two courts 


Vandals cause 
$3,500 damage 
to brine pool 


Police today were investigating the 
reported $3,500 damage by vandals to a 
brine storage pool at the Culligan Water 
Conditioning Co., at 1001 W. Apple Ave. 
Laurence Cazenave, company owner, 
reported the loss. 
Cazenave told the Record that 
youngsters of 12 to 14 years of age had 
tom holes in the pool cover and had also 
damaged the plastic liner that covers the 
sides and bottom of the pool. Cazenave 
said the pool measures 32 feet by 32 feet 
by 10 feet deep and is used to store brine 
from the company’s water regeneration 
business, pending shipment to an out of 
area disposal site. 
Cazenave said he will have to make at 
least temporary repairs to the liner im­ 
mediately to avoid contaminating the un­ 
derground with the brine. 
Cazenave said the age of the culprits 
was estimated from evidence observed 
at the scene. He didn’t elaborate. 
In another incident, vandals did an es­ 
timated $600 damage to the paint surface 
of four cars which were parked in the 100 
block of South M Street, police say. 
Victims and their losses: Susan 
Elizabeth Hearrell of 115 South M St., 
$250; Elizabeth Juanita Canfield of 115 
South M St., $200; Raymond L Ochoa of 
121 South M St., $70 damage to two cars;

Two officials from the Office of 
Statewide Health Planning and Develop­ 
ment were inundated with non- 
controversial public comment in support 
of adding 13 intermediate care beds in 
the Lompoc Convalescent Care Center 
(CCC). 
The comments were brief and polite, 
except for what local resident Fred 
Jellow had to say. He wanted to hang one 
official and send the other back to 
Sacramento. 
“I’m mad,” Jellow remarked. 
He said later, “This is not time for 
bureaucracy to be fooling around. There 
are sick people who need those beds.” 
Last year the Lompoc Hospital 
District applied for 13 additional in­ 
termediate care beds and a hearing body 
of the Ventura-Santa Barbara Health 
Systems Agency recommended approval 
of the application. The licenses, 
however, were not issued by the state. 
In February the district was informed 
it had to submit a new application for 
the beds under a new law. To date the 
district has paid $2,765 in application 
fees. 
About 60 persons attended the public 
meeting Monday in the board room of the 
Lompoc Unified School District for the 
purpose of hearing public comment on 
the district’s application. 
The first comment offered to state of­ 
ficials Robert Van Horn and H. Dean 
Madison was a lette r from As­ 
semblyman Gary K. Hart, which was 
read aloud by his field representative 
Martha Bray. 
“ Over 100 people are currently 
waiting for this bed space to become 
available. To not approve these beds and 
force those on the waiting list to leave 
Lompoc would be a cruel injustice to 
these individuals and their families... 


“ I have supported Department of 
Health legislative efforts to curtail over- 
bedding However, this problem exists 
primarily in urban areas where hospitals 
compete among one another for physi­ 
cian and patient services. The situation 
is quite different in Lompoc and other 
less densely populated areas and the law 
was written to provide administrative 
flexibility for just such situations,” read 
Ms. Bray. 


Lompoc Mayor Charlotte Benton read

New leads reported 
in assassinations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
A ssassination Com m ittee today 
prepared its case for survival, proclaim­ 
ing newfound unity among its members 
and fresh but uncorroborated informa­ 
tion on the killings of John F. Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King Jr 


to meet the needs of its elderly “without 
having to ship them out to Santa Maria 
or Santa Barbara for care” because of a 
bed shortage. 
Jerry McConnell, administrator of the 
Solvang Lutheran Home, and Dr. L.E. 
Heiges, chief of medical staff at Lompoc 
District Hospital, spoke on the need of 
the beds in Lompoc. 
The CCC has had 13 empty residential 
care beds for two years because that 
type of care is unneeded. The district 
wants those beds to be licensed as in­ 
termediate care. 
“It’s exasperating to have 13 beds 
empty for two years,” said Dr Heiges. 
“It is a waste of our money and the tax­ 
payer’s money.” 
Mike Palmer, legal counsel of the 
hospital district, told the officials that 
the CCC is operating at a deficit which 
could be significantly reduced if the in­ 
termediate care licensing is granted. 
He estimated that an additional 
revenue of at least $38,741 a year could 
be generated from the new beds. So far 
this fiscal year the facility has operated 
at a loss of $106,237. 
Palmer said, however, that the 
greatest hardship of having an insuf­ 
ficient number of intermediate care beds 
in Lompoc was the splitting up of 
families. 
One resident remarked that his 78- 
year-old mother had to be moved to a 
convalescent center in San Luis Obispo 
because intermediate care bed space 
was unavailable in Lompoc. He noted 
that she was in a strange place and her 
family could not readily be with her “in 
her time of need ” 
It is a 150-mile round trip to San Luis 
Obispo from Lompoc, he explained 
Some 14 people spoke in favor of the 
beds; no one spoke against them. 
According to state law, now a public 
hearing must be held on the district’s bed 
request. Palmer said the same kind of 
testimony must again be offered and he 
asked the audience again to Stiow their 
support. 
The hearing will be held sometime in 
April The date has not been set. 
Van Horn would not venture to say 
likelihood of the state approving the bed 
request, but he did remark, "You cer­ 
tainly demonstrated community sup­ 
port” for the beds. 
One official said after the meeting he 
personally favored the request

By DICK PRA U L 
The Board of Supervisors — 
heeding appeals from North 
County board members to have 
more county agencies hold 
regular meetings in North 
County communities — voted 
Monday to direct the County 
Subdivision Committee to meet 
on alte rn a te weeks in a 
northern county site. 
But First District Supervisor 
David Yager, who has been a 
prime advocate of such North 
County meetings to handle 
North County agenda items, 
said he opposes having his con­ 
stituents trek to Santa Maria, 
Lompoc or Solvang sessions. 
Planning Department Direc­ 
tor Britt Johnson, who chairs 
the subdivision committee of 
eight members, said “ it will 
take a few weeks” to get legal 
notices set up and published to 
pave the way for sessions north 
of the Santa Ynez Mountains 


Board 
chairm an 
H arrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, citing 
the large percentage of north 
county items on subdivision 
committee agendas in the 1976 
calendar year, was successful 
in requesting to have the com­ 
mittee “ meet regularly in the 
North County.” 
“ This would give those appli­ 
cants living in the North County 
the same consideration as those 
living in the South Coast area of 
the county, without having to 
travel 150 miles round trip to do 
so.” he argued. 
Statistics compiled for 1976 
showed North County items in­ 
volving tentative parcel maps, 
tract maps and parcel maps 
amounted to 64 per cent of the 
committee’s matters, with the 
North County having more than 
52 per cent of items involving 
conditional use p erm its, 
variances, development plans, 
rezonings and General Plan

Supervisors replied to this 
request by having Johnson look 
into prospects of having the 
Superior Court provide for such 
help 


Board Chairman H arrell 
Fletcher said he felt in agree­ 
ment with the Grand Jury in 
this respect, pointing out Grand 
Jurors were performing for a 
“ nominal fee’ as it was. and 
shouldn’t do secretarial work as 
well.

Towbes also stressed 
that the Grand Jury is in need 
of a regular meeting place and 
hearing room, including an of­ 
fice Johnson said he had toured 
the Courthouse looking for such

Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund sided with 
Fletcher in stressing that he 
felt half of the subdivision com­ 
mittee sessions should be held 
in the northern county, in Lom­ 
poc. Solvang or Santa Maria, 
depending on where items 
originated for the most part. 
The supervisors voted 4-0 on 
Yager’s motion for the subdivi­ 
sion committee to rfieet in the 
North County on alternate 
Thursdays. Sessions start at 
1:30 p m. 
Fletcher said there were 
numerous places the commit­ 
tee could meet insofar as atten­ 
dance is rarely heavy at such 
sessions 
Johnson had estimated cost of 
transporting the committee and 
staff to North County sessions 
would approximate $200 in time 
and vehicle expense 
But Fletcher felt a van could 
be utilized to transport the en­ 
tire committee and some staf­ 
fers in one trip, thus saving 
county funds 


Fletcher, 
after achieving 
North County sessions for the 
subdivision committee, said he 
felt the same thing should be 
done for hearings conducted by 
the County O ffice of E n ­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQi 
But Yager and Third District 
Supervisor William W allace 
quickly protested. “ We’re not 
talking about the OEQ or the 
Board of Supervisors."

C ET A Program D irector 
Harvey Clement said time was 
needed to effect coverage by 
subcontractors or to have the 
county insured as co-insured 
under Department of Labor 
Regulations. 
PS E contracts cited as being 
involved included those with the 
city of Carpinteria. city of 
Guadalupe, 
county schools. 
Santa Barbara Rape Crisis 
Center. Isla Vista Open Door 
Clinic. State CETA. Isla Vista 
Municipal Advisory Council. 
North County Rehabilitation 
C enter. 
Human Relations 
Center. Isla Vista Recreation 
and Park District, city of Santa 
Maria, City of Lompoc, and 
City of Santa Barbara. 
In other CETA matters, the 
board: 
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— Voted 3-1 to adopt a policy 
permitting members of CETA 
Planning Council to be ap­ 
pointed or continue if they 
represent or may represent 
organizations which are poten­ 
tial or current recipients of 
CETA funds "so long as there is 
co m p lian ce” w ith C ET A 
guidelines regarding conflict of 
interest Federal regulations, it 
was shown, prohibit council 
members voting on any matter 
having a direct bearing on ser­ 
vices provided by that member 
or any organization with which 
he is associated 
Assistant County Counsel 
Dana Smith told the board the 
question should be resolved by 
them, since it was their action 
that earlier disqualified such 
persons from serving on the 
council. 
The CETA council in recom­ 
mending the policy to allow 
members to stay on even if they 
represent or may represent 
potential or current recipients 
of CETA funds said the board's 
previous action in removing 
c o u n c il 
m em b ers 
and 
precluding appointment from 
others “ has not eliminated ... 
the potential for conflict of in­ 
terest ... since appointees 
frequently represent agencies 
who may become (or want to 
become) recipients of CETA 
funds "

guidelines

members to disclose their 


relationship with agencies 
should they be recipient or an 
applicant for funds at a time 
when the council is to discuss 
the matter; and to refrain from 
voting on matters with agencies 
in which they are associated

John H Watkins teaches in­ 
mates at FCI 
to butcher and 
process meat. That, however, is 
not the reason he commands 
their respect. 
“ The old man has given us 
something.” an inmate said. 
Prisoners who enroll in 
Watkins' 
vocational 
training 
class learn how to make corned 
beef and how to smoke pork at 
the FCI Slaughter House and 
Meat Processing Plant, which 
is located just below the prison 
camp 
They also learn how to cut t- 
bone steaks, how to skin beef 
and how to remove fat back and 
to separate the belly from the 
loin of a hog 
Sixty-one-year-old Watkins 
grades the men for their quality 
of work, dependability and ap­ 
titude for trade, and for 
cooperation 
But w hat the inm ate- 
students’ say they appreciate 
most is not an A for excellence 
or a B for very good. What they 
appreciate most is the man, 
Watkins 
When he is not around, the 
felons affectionaly call him 
“ the old man.” 
Cons are not known for prais­ 
ing prison staff but Watkins is 
an exception 
The slaughter house “ is one 
of the best places to work in the 
prison. The old man is a good 
man." a small group of inmates 
agreed in a private interview. 
“ He’s a man's man; he treats 
us like men." stated an inmate. 
Another explained. “ So many 
hacks out here are like police, 
but not the old man If we have 
personal problems, we go to 
him " 
“ There are even a lot of guys 
who would fight for the dude," 
added a third inmate. 
"They have." 
One inmate, who looked like 
he didn't have to take lip off 
anyone remarked. “ He affects 
anyone who comes in here " 
“ We work for him. not for the 
Bureau of Prisons ” 
The animals that the inmate- 
students butcher come from the 
prison farm Once a month 27 
head of cattle are separated 
from the herd and trucked to 
the slaughter house 
Once a month 50 hogs ex­ 
perience the same fate. 
There a crew of inmates — 
working in a modem and well 
equipped facility — go to work. 
All of the meat is served to 
the prison population 
From 18 to 25 men work at 
various learning stages in the 
vocational training course, four 
months in duration. Curriculum 
includes 210 hours of training 
time. 60 hours of classroom 
time and 210 hours of practice 
time 
Diplomas from the National 
School of Meat Cutting in 
Toledo. Ohio are awarded to 
those inmates who complete 
the course. Over the past 18 
years some 500 inmates have 
graduated Several have gone 
on to become professional 
butchers 
For 18 years Watkins has 
taught 
vocational 
training 
classes at FCI. He retires in 
May of next year. 
Watkins learned his trade in a 
mom and pop store in Southern 
California In his office there is 
a 1933 picture of him as an 
amiable-looking young man 
standing in that store 
Later he worked for 13 years 
as a dry farmer and heavy 
equipment operator. Following 
this, he worked for two years as 
a m eat c u tte r at Cam p 
Pendleton Marine Base. 
Shortly after he transferred 
in 1958 to the Army Disciplinary 
Barracks in Lompoc as a 
vocational teacher, the Bureau 
of Prisons took over the place 


and turned it into a medium 
security prison Watkins stayed 
on to teach. 


Watkins says he always has 
felt that he wanted to work with 
people in a way that would help 
them After years of teaching 
at FCI. he believes he has done 
that 


But in all that time he has 


never stood in the limelight He 
has just worked and taught in 
his own plain and modest style. 
Former inmates send him 
Christmas cards and phone 
him. and he tries to keep in con­ 
tact with his former students 
who are now on the outside. 
“ I don’t know if there’s a one 
of them I wouldn’t be afraid to 
walk down the alley to meet.” 


he says of all the inmates who 
have gone through his class. 
While they work for him. “ I 
try to give them the feeling that 
if they have something to talk 
about I will listen. I will go to 
the warden for them 
And I 
have gone to bat for them.” he 
noted. 
When he is around, they call 
him boss. 
Insurance problems will bar 
lifeguard service this spring 


Liability insurance problems 
have surfaced regarding 
lifeguard services at county 
beaches, the Board of Super­ 
visors was told Monday, with 
the result the County Park 
Department perhaps will be un­ 
able to provide such services 
until June. 
Meanwhile. Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund of 
Lompoc stressed that there was 
a need for more adequate sign­ 
ing at Jalam a County Beach 
Park southwest of Lompoc “ to 
indelibly stamp on people’s 
minds that the area there is not 
for swimming.” 
Hedlund said he noticed that 
signs barring swimming — due 
to undertow danger — were 


“ quite far apart" and others 
should be placed at park 
entrance areas to alert all park 
goers Surfing is also banned, 
he said, and signing should 
reflect that, insofar as persons 
often come through the park 
area and then surf in spots out­ 
side the park boundaries. 


Park Director Michael Pahos 
told the board the county will be 
unable to provide its usual 
Easter vacation lifeguard ser­ 
vices at the county beaches this 
year In other years this service 
has continued from the first day 
of Easter vacation through 
September. 


Pahos said the association 
that has been providing 


lifeguard services has not been 
able to obtain a firm commit­ 
ment on a $500.000 single limit 
liability insurance policy nam­ 
ing the county as co-insured as 
required by board policy. 


Annual cost of such a policy 
would be in the range of $2,000 
to about $6.000, he felt, and 
would be “ passed on to the 
county” when and if obtained. 


Pahos told the supervisors his 
department has been unable to 
get other agencies to provide 
lifeguard services at this time, 
with the city of Santa Barbara 
and State Park and Recreation 
Department running into the 
same liability insurance con­ 
straints.

disability retirement. 
Sherman, who instead was 
awarded a non-service dis­ 
ability retirement, had started 
county employment some seven 
years ago with a 40 per cent dis­ 
ability retirement from the Air 
Force, she informed the super­ 
visors. 
Sherman had claimed that his 
heart ailment was caused by 
stress in his county job Mrs. 
Sweet said he had incurred a 
heart seizure on a golf course 
when he was forced to leave 
county employment. 
Sweet, who is deputy county 
clerk in Lompoc, said Sherman

was retired with the county 
“ for the same disability” as 
was incurred with the Air 
Force. 
“ We do not believe that this is 
fair to the county employes who 
are paying into the system and 
expect to have service retire­ 
ments at the end of 20 or 30 
years.” she added 
She said the retirement board 
did realize that the county 
“ cannot discriminate against 
an individual because of a dis­ 
ability. and that an individual 
has a right to be employed with 
the county if he or she meets 
the physical and mental stan­ 
dards for the job ” 
But. she added that under the 
government code, an applicant 
for county employment “ may 
be required to execute a waiver 
of all rights to a disability 
retirement under the County 
Em ployes’ Retirement Act, 
although such a waiver would 
be limited in effect, and an in­ 
dividual who executes a waiver 
for a back disability would not 
be precluded from retiring for a 
heart disability."

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Over heavy public opposition 
FDA presses saccharin ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Food and Drug Administraton is 
going ahead with its controversial ban on saccharin despite con­ 
tinuing protests that include 600 to 800 letters a day pouring in on 
HEW Secretary Joseph A Califano Jr. 
Califano told a Cabinet meeting Monday the FDA will propose a 
ban withjn the next two weeks on the last remaining artificial 
sweetener. That jibes with the FDA’s original pronouncement 
March 9 that it would publish the proposal within 30 days. 


There had been some speculation that the storm of protest 
generated by the decision would force the FDA to delay its 
timetable. 


The matter, however, is still far from being final. When the 
proposal is published the law requires time for comment from the 
public and other interested parties for the official record, an ad­ 
ditional time period for reply to those comments and then more 
time for the agency to look the matter over. 


The FDA said on March 9 it did not expect the matter to ap­ 
proach the final stages until July. 
White House press aides quoted Califano as telling the Cabinet 
Monday he is still getting 600 to 800 letters a day at the Department 
of Heaith. Education and Welfare, most of them opposed to taking 
saccharih off the market. 
In another development, the National Canners Association called 
for a “ limited amendment” of the Delaney clause — that section of 
the law which allows no amount of a cancer causing substance in 
the food supply. The proposed ban on saccharin is being taken 
largely under thè authority of that law. 
The canners, in a statement submitted to a House health sub­ 
committee which held hearings on the matter a week ago. said the 
law should be changed to give the FDA commissioner “ limited dis­ 
cretion to approve extraordinary beneficial food additives shown 
only to cause cancer under certain circumstances." 
Saccharin was found to cause cancer in rats fed large doses of it

Tax reform measure will 
soviet to 
bar city income levies 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee has decided 
that its major tax proposal will 
contain a ban against cities im­ 
posing income and special 
taxes. 
TTie committee Monday infor- 
m ally endorsed a m easure 
(ACA14) by Assemblyman Bill 
Lockyer. D-San Leandro, which 
outlawed such taxes. But the 
panel delayed a vote on the 
measure, saying similar lan­ 
guage would be placed in its tax 
proposal this year. 
The committee s decision, 
made without a formal vote, 
followed testimony from a 
form er A lam eda Superior 
Court judge who told law­ 
makers a proposed Oakland 
city tax on wages was short­ 
sighted. inequitable and could 
open the door for similar taxes 
in other cities 
Lionel Wilson, who stepped 
down from the bench to become 


a candidate for Oakland Mayor, 
said the 1 per cent tax on those 
who worked in Oakland was 
"regressive” and "would fall 
solely on wage earners.” He 
also said it “ could drive 
businesses out of cities.” 
Wilson’s comments came 
during the committee’s hearing 
on Lockyer's proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment that would 
prohibit chartered cities from 
imposing income or special 
taxes on residents or wage 
earners. 
The League of California 
Cities has asked the legislature 
to provide a new form of local 
taxation — such as a local in­ 
come tax — if it curbs property 
taxes as requested by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. 
Oakland officials have set 
January 1978 as the target date 
for imposing the tax which 
would be levied on all persons 
who are employed in Oakland. 
The tax would be 1 per cent of 


all annual income over $6,500 
An Alameda Superior Court 
said the tax w as uncon­ 
stitutional but that decision was 
overruled by appellate court. 
The state Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear the case 


Lockyer told reporters after 
the h earin g th at he w as 
“ satisfied" that the committee 
would include language in its 
major bill to stop “ cities, such 
as Oakland, from creating their 
own Internal Revenue Service 
and im posing incom e and 
special taxes on residents.” 
He said some provisions that 
change the constitution would 
have to be approved by the 
voters. 


Assemblyman Willie Brown, 
D-San Francisco, chairman of 
the Revenue and Taxation Com­ 
mittee. said the tax package 
would include a state revenue 
sharing program to uniformly 
help cities. 
White House may propose all 
'downers' come off market 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Dr 
P e te r B ourn e. P resid en t 
Carter’s special assistant on 
drug abuse, says the White 
House may propose taking all 
b arb itu rates — sed ativ es, 
known as “ downers" — off the 
market. 


The proposal would allow 
doctors to prescribe them only 
for persons who are hos­ 
pitalized. not out-patients. 
“ We’ve decided to look at 
whether we really need barbitu­ 
rates now that there are many 
other drugs on the market that 
are much safer,” Bourne said 
in a UPI interview Monday. 


“ We’re going to be doing an 
extensive study to look at the 
possibility of taking barbitu­ 
rates off the market on an out- 


patient basis.” 
He said the study would go 
into whether there are condi­ 
tions under which barbiturates 
are “ absolutely necessary.” 
and what the economic implica­ 
tions would be on manufactur­ 
ers of the pills. 
Barbiturates currently may 
be obtained legally by prescrip­ 
tion 
A c c o rd in g 
to 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association. $21 million of bar­ 
biturates were sold wholesale 
in 1975 
“ More persons die from bar­ 
biturates than all other drugs 
put together — suicides, ac­ 
cidental deaths of children who 
get them in medicine cabinets,

February trade deficit 
is largest in history 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States chalked up its 
biggest trade deficit ever in 
February, mostly because of 
large foreign petroleum pur­ 
chases and effects of severe 
winter weather, according to 
the Commerce Department. 
Goods purchased from fo­ 
reign countries last month 
totaled a record $11.67 billion, 
the department said Monday, 
while the United States sold $9 8 
billion in goods toother nations. 
The resulting $1 87 billion trade 
gap was the largest ever 


recorded, topping the previous 
mark of $1 67 billion in January 
The export level was up 2 per 
cent from January's depressed 
levels as winter eased its grip 
on the eastern two-thirds of the 
nation during the final two 
weeks of the month. The im­ 
proved weather made it easier 
to transport goods to ports for 
overseas shipment 
The d ep artm en t's chief 
economist said the next few 
months should bring “ some im­ 
provem ent” in the trade 
balance.

$2.3 billion 
Pentagon cuts 
recommended 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Budget Committee says 
the Pentagon should cut person­ 
nel costs, reduce military sales, 
slow the rate of defense 
purchases and spend money ap­ 
proved by Congress which 
hasn’t yet been spent — all to 
save $2.3 billion next year. 
The committee Monday voted 
tentatively to recommend a cut 
of that amount from President 
Carter’s 1978 defense spending 
proposal, leaving a military 
budget of $109.6 billion.

Spring snowstorm 
belts midlands

The snowstorm left a coating 
of ice on freeways in the Salt 
Lake City area and caused 75 
accidents in Salt Lake County 
Monday.

In remarks prepared for a 
House Government Operations 
subcommittee hearing, Udall 
said the government has “ not 
paid sufficient attention to past 
and continuing anti-competitive 
practices.” 


“ We have difficulty persuad­ 
ing people that our energy 
problems are serious because a 
large proportion of our citizens 
think energy supplies and 
prices are m anipulated by 
energy companies.” he said. 


“ It is imperative, therefore, 
that an integral part of the 
mandate of the new department 
responsible for energy policy be 
the promotion of competition in 
all portions of the energy in­ 
dustry." 
Udall said he also feared the 


proposal emphasizes increasing 
available energy supplies from 
the public domain without 
analyzing the consequences. 
“ At the risk of sounding like a 
doomsayer, I might add that 
great supplies of oil and gas 
won’t help us if we cannot graze 
livestock, if watersheds are 
destroyed and our topsoil 
washed away,” Udall said. 
Udall announced introduction 
of a “ break up the oil com­ 
p an ie s” bill which would 
prohibit, after 1980. any leases 
of public domain energy re­ 
sources to companies horizon­ 
tally or vertically integrated. 
Presidential assistant Jam es 
Schlesinger told the panel Mon­ 
day without power to regulate 
oil and n atu ral g a s , the 
proposed department would be 
crippled. Schlesinger, a former 
Pentagon chief and CIA direc­ 
tor. would head the new depart­ 
ment within the Carter ad­ 
ministration.

Government to give 
solar energy aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
federal agencies will award $10 
million during the next year to 
help homeowners and hotel- 
motel operators install solar 
hot water heaters and cut fuel 
bills 
O fficials expect the new 
program to give the fledgling 
solar manufacturing and instal­ 
lation industry a boost and en­ 
courage private purchase of the 
equipment. 
The limited size of the solar 
equipment market has been 
blamed in the past for keeping 
solar heating costs high 
Announcing the new program 
Monday, o fficials said the 
government will pay about half 
the cost of sun-powered water 
heating equipment for some 
10.000 homes in 10 Atlantic 
states where fuel costs are 
high, and half the total installa­ 
tion costs for an unknown 
number of hotels and motels 
nationwide 
“ Solar energy is so close to 
being competitive with other 
fuels for heating water that a 
stimulus such as this could very 
well provide the essential 


market boost,” said Robert 
Fri, acting chief of the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration 
“ Our goal is to make (solar 
water heating) fully competi­ 
tive as soon as possible,” 
ERDA will handle grants 
totaling up to $5 5 million to 
hotels and motels, officials 
said Hotels and motels were 
chosen, officials said, because 
of their high demand for hot 
water, public visibility and the 
potential for future additions 
without federal support 
The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development will of­ 
fer $4.6 million to homeowners 
in Connecticut. Massachusetts.

Children can help 
keep home intact 


By LOU COTTIN 
When the property tax is prohibitive, protect yourself! 
A friend in our senior-age group (we’ll call him Joe Homeowner) worked a 
deal that saved his home He put a solid business proposition to his daughter 
and his two sons The three grown children bought the deal. Since so many of us 
are in the same tax situation as Joe, the project may be worth careful con­ 
sideration 
Joe and Mrs Joe own a home free and clear If they can continue to pay their 
property tax. the house will be willed to their children But with soaring prices 
for everything and confiscatory property taxes, this might be impossible. 
Sound familiar? Read on 
Joe and Sally Homeowner made a decision Simply expressed, it said: “ The 
hell with the whole idea of a legacy. We brought up these kids. We paid for their 
schooling We helped them buy their first car. We paid their doctor bills. We 
gave them wedding presents We really don’t owe ¿hem anything.” 
Mrs Joe added. “ The money we have left is for us to enjoy. It's okay by me if 
we die flat broke." 
“ No can do.” replied her husband. “ V(e bought our house 26 years ago for 
$18,000 It would now sell for $38,000. maybe more. We re bound to leave a sub­ 
stantial estate," 
“ Sez you.” Mrs H. counters “ First of all, paying the property tax w ill break 
us Also, we have to fix the roof We must paint inside and out. The way the 
place looks now we re tearing down the neighborhood. We must also keep some 
small savings to cover illness 
“ True enough,” J. H says. “ If property taxes go up much higher we’d be 
forced to sell We can’t make it on our income. Our property is our only big pos­ 
session ” 
A worried silence follows this discomforting discussion. Then Joe came up 
with an idea “ Why not get our children to pay the property tax9 The house may 
get to be worth $50 grand or more over the years. If we manage to keep the 
house they’ll inherit the bundle 
“ Say the house is worth $39,000 We’re paying $1,500 a year in property tax. 
Each kid contributes $500 a year When we die we leave a special clause in the 
will dividing by three the money received from the sale of the house and its 
contents ” 
“ That would be tough on M ary,” Mrs. H said. "You know the trouble she’s 
having with Phil laid off She couldn’t lay out the money for her share of the 
property tax.” 
He responded thoughtfully. “ Let's talk to our lawyer. We could write the will 
so that the ones who pay in more money toward our tax would inherit larger 
shares in the house money sale Shares would be based on the amount they con­ 
tribute toward the tax. If things get better for Mary, she would equal off her 
tax contribution. Or we could leave her valuables to make up for her dif­ 
ficulties 
“ It could work,” she answers. “ If the kids take up the tax part, we ll live bet­ 
ter ourselves and there’s sure to be some money left over. Let’s find out how 
the kids feel about the idea.” 
“ What it amounts to is simple.” Joe suggested. “ We’re selling the house to 
our own kids and keeping it for ourselves at the same time ” 
That's the end of the story. The children agreed among themselves about the 
amount they would each pay toward the property tax. The w ill was rewritten so 
that they would have fair shares of the inheritance money produced by the sale 
of the house In figures it worked out roughly as follows; 
On the assumption that the couple would live for 10 years, $15,000 would be 
paid the tax men by the children at $500 each per year. If one of the children

“ At the end of the game,” said 
McGuire. “ I sat there and thought of all 
the locker rooms, the dirty jocks, the 
pals and the other things that a New 
York street fighter knows when growing 
up.” 
But it didn’t take McGuire long to snap 
back to the present. After all, this was 
the ninth time in 10 years the colorful 
coach had taken Marquette to the NCAA 
playoffs — but the first time the 
Warriors had won the championship. 
And it happened A FT ER he had an­ 
nounced he was retiring from coaching. 
“ I am obviously very pleased with my 
family (his team ),’’ said McGuire. “ But. 
I am also very sad for (North Carolina 
Coach) Dean Smith...I admire him for 
the fantastic job that he did at the Olym­ 


pics in winning the gold medal. 
“ His team hit a drought against our 
zone and that is unfortunate for him.” 
Marquette, whose seven regular- 
season losses were the most ever for an 
NCAA champion, held a 12-point half- 
time lead. 39-27, but the Tar Heels quick­ 
ly caught up by outscoring the Warriors 
14-2 in the first four minutes of the se­ 
cond half 
“ Once the avalanche came and we 
were tied. I tried to stop the avalanche 
by delays." said McGuire. “ I called ti­ 
meouts, Usually we try to do it by (fake) 
contact lens timeouts or something like 
that You have to stop the momentum, no 
matter what ” 
The Marquette stall turned out to be 
more successful than C arolina's 
renowned four-corners offense. The 
Warriors to«* the lead for keeps, at 49- 
47, on a pair of free throws by guard 
Butch Lee. named the outstanding player 
in the finals, and went on to sink 14 of 15 
foul shots in the closing two minutes of 
play. 
Lee scored 15 of his 19 points in the 
first half Monday night and said he 


wasn’t surprised he had so few in the se­ 
cond half. 
"When I ’m scoring, I know they’ll put 
two men on me in the second half,” Lee 
explained. “ I can’t force it. I have to look 
for the other guys and get the shots to 
them.” 
Lee was joined on the all-tournament 
team by Bo Ellis and Jerome Whitehead 
of Marquette, Mike O’Koren and Walt 
Davis of North Carolina and Cedric Max­ 
well of North Carolina-Charlotte, which 
lost a 106-94 shootout to Nevada-Las 
Vegas in the third-place consolation 
game that preceded the finals. 
Ellis, then a freshman, was the only 
current Warrior who played in Marquet­ 
te’s 1974 NCAA championship loss to 
North Carolina State. 
"W e have a unity on this team,” said 
Ellis. "W e win together and we lose 
together. When we win, everybody gets 
the glory. But I ’m glad for coach. It’s his 
last time.. It ’s a super way to go, for him 
and for us. 
“ If I was finishing up my profession. 
I ’d like to do it the wav he did it. I think it 


was meant to be that way. A lot of people 
didn’t even think we could make it to the 
playoffs." 
Smith, who also was the losing coach 
in the 1968 NCAA finals, took a 
philosophical approach. 
“ Marquette hit all the foul shots down 
the line, which is what we did to get 
here,” he said. "When we came back to 
tie, I thought we were in charge. I 
thought Marquette played an inspired 
basketball game. They did an excellent 
job alternating a 1-3-1 zone, which kept 
us from scoring inside.” 
North Carolina’s second-team- All- 
Am erica guard Phil Ford blamed 
himself for the loss. 
“ I don’t think I contributed at all to the 
team ,” said Ford, who has been 
bothered by an injured right elbow and 
scored only six points Monday night. 
"It wasn’t a zone defense that hurt. It 
was the fact that five Marquette players 
were playing four North Carolina 
players. The last few games of the 
season, it just seemed like I wasn’t con­ 
tributing to the team.”

ATLANTA (U P I) — Sometimes, it 
isn’t what you say, it’s what you don’t 
say which ultimately has far greater im­ 
pact on those around you. and in the end. 
after Marquette had its first NCAA 
basketball championship ever, and Al 
McGuire had his. that was exactly the 
way it turned out. 
Al McGuire could have said a great 
many things to his players before they 
went out on the floor to play favored 
North Carolina here Monday night, but 
he didn’t. He didn’t want them to play 
HIS game, he wanted them only to play 
theirs. 
He had so many things on his mind, so 
many things he could’ve told them and 
wanted to tell them, but he didn’t. Why 
put an extra burden on them’’ They had 
more than enough to do handling the 
superbly coached Tar Heels on the floor. 
The Marquette players knew this was 
McGuire's last game. They knew that 
long before they came here, so he didn’t 
feel it was at all necessary to give them 
one of those corny little dressing room 
talks winding up with something like 
win-this-last-one-for-me. 
He never so 
much as mentioned that. 


He didn’t say anything to them either 
about North Carolina’s "four comers,” 
an offensive maneuver the Tar Heels had 
been employing so successfully and one 
which they hoped would carry them to 
the title The less he had to say about 
that, the better. McGuire felt. 
Nor did he let them in on some of those 
other things he kept thinking about, like 
how much he was going to miss them, or 
how Sunday’s terrible plane crash in the 
Canary Islands was preying on his mind 
because he knew the team had to make a 
charter flight back to Milwaukee after 
the ball game. 
Al McGuire kept ail that locked up in­ 
side until after his players defeated the 
Tar Heels, 67-59. for the title, and when 
the final buzzer sounded he was 
emotionally spent, completely washed 
out. 
His eyes were suspiciously moist and 
he headed for the dressing room as Bo 
Ellis, the Warriors’ 6-9 forward from 
Chicago, borne on the shoulders of some 
of his teammates, cut the strings from 
one of the baskets in the traditional 
triumphant ritual. 
Upon reaching the dressing room, Al 
McGuire couldn’t hold back any longer 
and began weeping. 


“ I wanted to go into the dressing room 
and compose myself,” he said later. 
“ I ’m not embarrassed about crying. So 
many things hit me all at once. I thought 
of how. when we were 16 and 6 this year, 
I felt pretty sure we were out of it. I 
knew if we lost another game, if we stub­ 
bed our toe once more, we’d be out of it. 
That was after we had lost three in a 
row I started to wear this same suit I 
have on now and wore it for the next four 
games.” 
At that point. Marquette was invited to 
the NCAA regionals. and McGuire, feel­ 
ing the worst was over, changed his suit 
and the Warriors lost to top-ranked 
Michigan in their final game of the 
regular season 


"That’s when I put this suit back on 
again and I haven’t changed sinrc,” 
McGuire laughed “ Now I ’m gonna give 
the suit to one of the tv stations in 
Milwaukee which turns over clothing to 
charity.” 


Although none of his players made a 
big thing of saying goodbye to McGuire, 
who is going into private industry after 
20 years of coaching, they made it ob­ 
vious they were going to miss him 
tremendously. Al McGuire has been far 


more than a coach to them. He was like 
the head of the family, the one they 
always looked to for guidance, for in­ 
struction and for understanding. 
“ I can’t ever imagine him not being 
there.” said Gary Rosenberger. a junior 
guard “ I guess his leaving won’t really 
hit me until I go back to the gym in Oc­ 
tober There is no possible way to ex­ 
plain how much he meant to all of us.” 
Sophomore forward Bernard Toone 
from Yonkers, N Y 
concurred 
“ He gives you a lotta hell, always yell- 
ing 
things 
at 
you, 
lik e 
defense ...’rebound ...’move’. But you 
know he's always looking out for your 
well-being, and how many other people 
do you find like that?” said Toone. 
Before the bus carrying his team to the 
airport pulled away from the Omni Mon­ 
day night, someone asked Marquette’s 
retiring coac*i whether he might change 
his mind and come back to basketball 
some day 
"No way,” laughed Al McGuire. " I 
know nobody should ever say ’never’ 
about anything, but this is one thing I can 
say ‘never’ about and be sure I ’ve had 
my time, it’s over and it’s time for 
someone else. What more could I pos­ 
sibly ask for than this?”

meeting of the NFL club presi­ 
dents 
There are many things I like 
about the proposal.” Rozelle 
said on Sunday, ’i d like to hear 
a little more discussion on it." 
he said on Monday. 


“ I don’t like the plan at all.” 
said D avis 
"1 d o n ’t see 
anything w rong w ith 
the 
schedules the way they have 
been since the merger. I’d like 
to see the league keep the same 
format and I'll take my chances 
on the luck of the draw ” 


Since the m erger of the NFL 
with the American Football 
League, which Davis headed for 
a year as commissioner, the 
format has been for 14 regular 
season games on a floating 
basis. U nder th e 16-game 
proposal before the owners 
now. the first and second place 
teams in a division the year 
before would play 12 of their 
games against the same teams 
The same would be true of the 
third and fourth place clubs 


“ I think the plan would do 
away with most inequities.” 
said Rozelle “ Of course, it has 
some weaknesses, but on the 


whole I like it” 
Davis said the only reason to 
change the schedule format 
would be if it didn't result in the 
best team eventually being the

The Israeli Entebbe raid, on July 4, 1976. 
freed more than 100 hostages, some of them 
Americans, and wiped out the terrorist com­ 
mando group that had conducted a hijacking 
and taken the hostages. 


Heck suggests there are two reasons for the 
absence of retaliation so far: 


— The radical Arab Palestinian groups 
have been distracted and weakened by the 
war in Lebanon. “It takes a lot of resources 
to mount a large terrorist operation,” Heck 
said. "You need trained people, equipment 
and lots of time to case the joint. They’ve 
been busy zapping each other.” 


— The United States and other countries, 
such as Israel, have been unbending in their 
policy of no concessions or ransom to 


terrorists. 


Heck is concerned that some recent cases, 
where American corporations have paid ran­ 
soms for kidnapped executives, or the Hanafi 
Moslem case in Washington where minor 
concessions were made, will give some 
terrorist the wrong idea. 


“Our policy remains no concessions. It’s 
important that the terrorists know that this 
policy is still in effect,” he said. 


Occasionally in domestic situations, Heck 
said, federal officials make certain tactical 
concessions in order to capture the terrorists 
and save lives. But the U.S. government rule, 
both domestically and overseas, is that no 
concessions will be made in the face of 
terror 


The State Department is concerned about 
the expiration of the U.S. Cuban anti­ 
hijacking treaty on April 15, and has tried to 
engage the Cubans in negotiations to renew 
the accord 


But department officials note that Fidel 
Castro has said he will continue to abide by 
the provisions of the treaty (which require 
both sides to punish or extradite hijackers). 


Supreme Court will decide 
on release of Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court will decide 
whether you will ever be able to 
slip a cassette into your 
recorder and listen to conversa­ 
tions between Richard Nixon 
and his top White House ad­ 
visers. 
Broadcasters and others have 
been trying to obtain the tapes 
played to the jury in the 
Watergate “coverup” trial. But 
the form er P resid en t has 
claimed commercial distribu­ 
tion of them would invade his 
privacy, although they long 
have been available in print 
form at bookstores. 
On Monday the high court 
agreed to review a judgment of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington, which approved 
the distribution despite a deci­ 
sion of District Judge John 
Sirica barring it until the 
Watergate defendants have 
completed their appeals. 
“The embarrassment Mr. 
Nixon anticipates is largely 
that which results whenever 
misconduct or questionable 
conduct is exposed.” the ap­ 


peals court said. 
Sirica has been told that the 
National Archives can supply 
tapes for $3.75 to $4 for a one- 
hour cassette reel or $5 to $5.75 
for a one-hour tape reel. 
Only the tapes actually 
played are involved. Some of 
those subpoenaed did not sur­ 
vive Sirica's inspection and 
others simply were not used by 
the prosecution. 
Distribution will not come 
any time soon, since arguments 
will not be heard by the justices 
until next fall or winter. 
The Watergate defendants — 
White House aides John Ehr- 
lichman and H R. Haldeman, 
and former Attorney General 
John Mitchell — have appeals 
pending in the high court. 
In other actions Monday the 
court: 
— Agreed to consider a 
challenge to a New York state 
law requiring state troopers to 
be citizens. 
— Agreed to decide whether 
cash allowances paid state 
troopers for meals are subject 
to federal income taxes. The 


case comes from New Jersey 
but indirectly affects 14 other 
states. 
— Agreed to decide whether 
the government properly gave a 
preliminary go-ahead for use in 
light water nuclear reactors of 
mixed oxide fuel obtained by 
recycling spent uranium and 
plutonium. 
— Denied a second hearing at 
this time to Jerry Lane Jurek, 
whose case was the vehicle for 
the court’s decision last term 
upholding Texas’ capital pun­ 
ishment law. Proceedings in 
the Jurek case are now before 
the federal district court in 
Dallas.

DEAR TOLLY — Could you please tell me if there is 
anything I could use to remove ballpoint ink marks from 
a plastic tablecloth?

DEAR JUDY — Spray spots with hair spray and when 
spots begin to ’'run” wipe away with a damp cloth. —

DEAR TOLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the cake mixes and 
other recipes that call for the addition of eggs but never tell 
one what size eggs to use This can make a difference in the 
results — MRS R Y. 
DEAR TOLLY — I have a nice safe way to keep cats away 
from one's yard and garden. I put orange peels in my garden 
and it keeps them away as they do not like that odor. Every 
time I eat an orange I put the peel in the garden and know this 
works — ELEANOR. 
DEAR TOLLY — I found my hands did not get so cold while 
shoveling snow during the freezing weather we have had this 
winter if I put a plastic bag over each of my gloves and then 
secured them around the wrists with rubber bands. — MRS 
A.K 
DEAR TOLLY — Mrs. J.C. wanted to know how she could 
use nickel billiard balls. I suggest making a triangular, square 
or oblong macramè or crocheted hanging for the billiard 
room The macramè or crochet would cover the balls with a 
net-like look and the strings connecting the balls could be in 
varying lengths and attached to a dowel stick or curtain rod. 
Bright string or cord could be used for this work. 
Trie hard water we have in Southern California leaves a 
crust on chrome fixtures and basins. To soften I soak a sponge 
or towel with vinegar, wrap it around the fixture and let it 
stand. Then I wipe the crust away. 
I also find that vinegar will remove the soap scum from a 
washing machine I start with two cups of vinegar added to 
clear water ( low cycle) and run through the rinse cycle. If this 
does not quite do it experiment with more vinegar. A cupful of 
vinegar in the dishwasher about once a month will also keep 
the appliance clean and help the dishes — MRS E.E.

Since spring is traditional season for 
clean-up. paint-up. fix-up activities, it 
seems appropriate that I pass along 
some information from experts to make 
this activity more effective at your

If you’re going to repaint the dining 
room, for example, don’t overlook ap­ 
petite appeal when 
choosing a color, the 
experts say. 
Psychologically, 
certain colors enhance 
the enjoyment of food 
while others can curb 
an appetite. Peach and 
yellow-green are ex­ 
am ples of two ex­ 
tremes.

TTie patio 
was covered with plexiglass panels that 
probably were intended for swimming 
pool siding but ended up as a patio roof 
Tuna sandwiches being served for 
lunch, which might have been quite 
agreeable under other circumstances, 
were impossible to swallow in the 
yellowish-green lighting that made 
everyone appear to be victims of jaun­ 
dice. 
The hues didn’t do much for the com­ 
plexion of the sandwiches either. I might 
add. 
Anyway, the experts report, besides 
peach the most appetite-enhancing 
colors are orange, pale yellow and pale 
green. Blue is satisfactory, but mostly as 
a background for the display of edible 
products. 
Variations among yellows produce the 
most radical opinions among people 
Goldenrod appears "rancid 
to many, 
while yellow tones are considered by 
some to be "acrid” and the aforemen­ 
tioned yellow-greens are the least 
desirable of all. 
In the deep tones, brown and tan seem 
to be the best related to foodstuffs.

In relation to bad checks, an attorney 
that I know brought up an interesting 
possibility not long ago. 
Suppose som eone goes into an 
electronics store and buys some compo­ 
nents costing $100 and pays for them with 
a check that is no good, a fact which is 
unknown to the electronics dealer at the 
time He makes $20 profit on the deal, 
and then uses the check in a transaction 
with another merchant, who also makes 
$20 profit. 
This same type of operation continues 
until the check reaches the 10th 
merchant, who turns the check over to 
the bank for collection which is refused 
Rather than go to the trouble of getting 
satisfaction through the courts, the 10 
merchants get together and decide that 
they will each put in $10 to reimburse the 
10th businessm an for the loss he 
sustained as a result of the bogus check. 
Since each of them had made an 
original $20 profit, or a total of $200, put­ 
ting $10 back into the fund to indemnify 
the loss to the 10th merchant left them 
with a total of $100 in profit from a piece 
of paper that was worthless to begin 
with. 
The case is hypothetical, and the at­ 
torney who told the story conceded that 
sociologically, this is not an acceptable 
answer to the problem, but that it cer­ 
tainly piques the imagination.

Richard Nixon was forced to resign from 
the presidency, he came upon the 
familiar sight of William "Fishbait” 
Miller faithfully guarding the door of the 
House of Representatives. "Fishbait, 
how’s your voice today?” the agitated 
Nixon asked the doorkeeper. "Is your 
throat so re? Is it 
hurting any?” 
S u d d e n ly , 
the 
beleaguered president 
unaccountably lunged 
at Fishbait. "H e grab­ 
bed me by the throat 
and was choking me,” 
Fishbait recalls. "I 
gasped for breath ... 
So I wrenched myself 
away ... The poor guy 
really got rid of a little 
hostility at my ex­ 
pense.” 
This is just one of the revealing tales of 
life, love and liaisons on Capitol Hill as 
chronicled by the frog-throated former 
House doorkeeper. We have obtained a 
bootleg copy of the raw galleys of his 
autobiography. "Fishbait.” ghostwritten 
with Frances Spatz Leighton The pages 
are filled with spicy recollections of the 
colorful Fishbait’s 42 years in the 
Capitol. For example: 
— In 1948. when Nixon was a Congres­ 
sman. he took a junket by boat to 
Panama, although he knew the famous 
"pumpkin papers” 
that eventually 
destroyed Alger Hiss were about to turn 
up 
The cagey future president thus 
reaped front page publicity when the 
Coast Guard arranged a dramatic sea- 
air lift to get him back to Washington for 
the hearings. 
— The late Sen 
Huey "Kingfish” 
Long. D-La., who was once lambasted as 
a “ damned, thieving s o b.” by a courtly 
colleague, had a unique way of getting 
even with his Senate adversaries. In the 
Senate restroom, “ he pretended to miss 
his mark in the urinal and hit another 
senator with whom he’d been having 
words...” 
— Several Congressmen may want to 
wreak similar revenge on Fishbait when 
they finish reading his book. After Rep. 
A1 Ullman. D-Ore., was divorced from 
his wife, Anita, says Fishbait. she still 
loyally trooped to the Family Section of 
the House Gallery to hear him speak. 
Ullman spotted her there one day and 
heartlessly ordered Fishbait to kick her 
out Ullman declined to comment to us 
on the incident 
— Nixon and Herbert Hoover were the 
only presidents whose dogs wouldn’t 
come running when they were called 
But ex-President Jerry Ford sometimes 
had his dog run into the office so he could 
change the subject and graciously break 
up a long interview 
— Rep. Andy Jacobs. D-lnd.. was 
horrified when his 156-pound dog. "C-5, 
bit a political ally . Rep. Ja m e s 
Symington. D-Mo. Several years later. 
Symington visited Jacobs with some gift- 
wrapped cheese to placate the dog. C-5 
promptly bit him again. 
— Fishbait has some kind words for 
former presidents He was grateful to 
Lyndon Johnson for personally inviting 
Fishbait’s black assistant, Carl Som­ 
mers. to the signing of the Civil Rights 
act He warmly recalls Ford as a frugal 
Congressman who used all his pencils 
down to tiny stubs 
Barbed barbs

Fishbait appears to have been a 
paragon of sexual virtue himself, but he 
tells some torrid tales about congres­ 
smen who were loving when they should 
have been legislating. 
— As an unmarried Congressman and 
Senator, says Fishbait, John Kennedy 
had so much lust in his heart that he 
entertained some of his female visitors 
on his office floor. "I did not introduce 
him to any girls on the Hill when he pres­ 
sed me to do so. I figured, let him get his 
ow n." In som e saltier anecdotes, 
Fishbait recalls that JF K did just that. 
— The most renowned Lothario on 
Capitol Hill was the late Rep. Frank 
Boykin. D-Ala., whose favorite decora­ 
tion was a dried elephant organ which 
hung from his office wall. The giant 275- 
pound Congressman often left the House 
floor for a “ sex break ... His specialty 
was to have two pretty girls in bed with 
him at the same time.” Boykin’s cam­ 
paign slogan, ap p rop riately , was 
"Everything is made for love.” 
— Until Liz Ray told the world that she 
was his publicly subsidized mistress. 


Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, would greet 
"pretty young things” by saying, "Hi, 
I’m Dr. Wayne Hays, D.D. — Doctor of 
the Divan,” recalls Fishbait. Buy Hays 
called the doorkpeeper "Mister Potato 
Head." 
— After Liz Ray confessed to her 
amorous adventures. Speaker Carl 
Albert and others with secret, un­ 
numbered hideaway offices quickly 
began retrieving keys from their friends 
who used them for boozing and blondes. 
Albert’s own hideaway was called the 
“ Board of Education Room.” 
— Not all the sex on Capitol Hill was 
with females. One Congressman who 
marched to a different drummer was 
dubbed "The Gay Caballero” by his 
colleagues. The late Rep. Jam es Fulton, 
R-Pa . "made no effort to hide his sexual 
preference,” 
swears Fishbait. 
But 
Fulton did try to disguise his age with 
pitch-black hair dye. 
Footnote — Fishbait’s sharp quill 
treated us rather kindly. He writes: 
“ When it comes to fear, I kid you not, the 
person the Congress is most afraid of is

comes at a moment 
when President Carter 
must make decisions 
on world trade of the 
most far-reaching con­ 
sequences at home 
and abroad 
One of those deci­ 
sions is of immediate 
concern to Japan TTie 
United States Inter­ 
national Trade Com­ 
mission has recom­ 
mended that President 
Carter impose a new tariff on imported 
color television sets that would raise the 
average price of a foreign-made set by 
$56. 
The rem arkable growth of the 
electronics industry has been one of the 
outstanding achievements of Japan’s 
recovery from the devastation of World 
War II To put a tariff hike at this point, 
in response to the pressure of American 
manufacturers, notably Zenith, would be 
a direct slap at one of the few friends we 
have left in Asia 
It can be argued that color television 
sets are пел all that important to the U.S. 
standard of living, nor even as a con­ 
tribution to the rising rate of inflation. 
But in the area of trade. Carter has far 
more ticklish decisions to make. 
One which he must decide in a few 
days concerns the importation of low- 
cost shoes To raise the tariff in response 
to the demands of U S. producers would 
cost the American consumer a half 
billion dollars a year, according to the 
estimates of some economists 
The record of Japan in this area 
deserves to be better known When high- 
grade Japanese steel began to come into 
this country. American producers com­ 
plained that it was priced so low they 
could not compete. The demand grew for 
a protective tariff, At this point the 
Japanese agreed to a "voluntary" 
restraint on imports to the United States. 
More recently, Japanese shipbuilders 
were outpacing their West European 
competitors. The government in Tokyo 
agreed to a 15 per cent cutback. This 
enabled European yards to take on con­ 
tracts and restore employment that had 
dropped precipitously. 


A popular explanation is that Japan’s 
achievement has been thanks to low-cost 
labor This may have been true 15 or 20 
years ago. but trade unions in the inter­ 
val have organized much of Japan's in­ 
dustry While wage levels may not equal 
those in this country, they are not tar 
behind and the explanation for Japan’s 
success is not in wages. 


Several factors must be taken into ac­ 
count 
One is Japan’s extraordinary 
organizing ability 
1 recall visiting a 
Sony plant, staffed mostly by women 
workers, who were turning out recording 
devices at a tempo that made the hand

seem quicker than the eye. 
Another reason is the singular irony of 
what defeat in the war meant as against 
victory. The steel plants of pre-1940, 
largely destroyed by American bombers, 
were replaced by new and more efficient 
processes. Much of the U S steel in­ 
dustry now operating at about 67 per cent 
of capacity is still using pre-war 
techniques. 
But above all is the capacity of an 
island people who must export to live for 
work. They are workacoholics with a dis­ 
cipline that has put a defeated and ruined 
nation of 1945 alongside West Germany 
and the United States. 
A frequent complaint is that Japan, 
spending roughly only about one per cent 
of her gross national product as against 
seven or eight per cent for the United 
States, is taking a free ride under the 
American protective umbrella 
But they are following the injunction 
served on them at the time of surrender 
by Gen Douglas MacArthur They were 
to abjure the militarism that came to a 
climax with Pearl Harbor. One has only 
to ask how we would feel if the Japanese 
were engaged in getting their own 
nuclear weapons with the skill and the 
c a p a city which 
they could un­ 
questionably muster. 
Prime Minister Fukuda represents the 
solid center of his Liberal-Democratic 
party Badly damaged by the Lockheed 
scandal, a previous prime minister was 
forced to resign Fukuda has escaped 
comparatively unscathed. Nevertheless, 
the bribery scandal will figure in an up­ 
coming election. It has bred an animus 
against the United States that the 
Fukuda visit can help to voercome. 
Lumped together with Western Europe 
and the United States, it is sometimes 
forgotten that Japan is an Asian nation 
and the ties to Asia, both economic and 
political, are of the first importance. 
Friend and ally and vigorous competitor, 
Japan can be a bridge across the Pacific 
for an America that has suffered so 
many blows in that part of the world.

A bunch of 
conspirators! 


They have to be a brave band, those 
h ard y e n v iro n m e n ta l-re c y c lin g 
m em bers of SAVE (Save A ssets 
Valuable to Everyone). Anyone who 
tries to educate the public on the need to 
recycle and thus use less of our precious 
natural resources, has to be prepared for 
disappointments along 
the way. It's all part of 
the game. 


But you’d never 
know that to see the 
new crop of ecologists 
plotting away into the 
night like a band of 
conspirators, 'niey’re 
conspirators, all right, 
conspirators against 
w aste and for the 
recycling of all possi­ 
ble m aterials and 
products. 


When I visited them last week in the 
home of Mary Walsh, I was given a copy 
of a questionnaire that was completed a 
couple of years ago by residents of the 
City of Lompoc. That came about during 
the officially sanctioned effort of a com­ 
mittee headed by the late Bruce Sharpe, 
and including such long-time foes of 
waste as Jean Jacoby, Art Heinrich, 
Marge Adam, Don Hinderliter, Jim 
Brightwell and Dustin Griffith. 


If the atmosphere reflected in results 
of the questionnaire is still prevalent to­ 
day, the new crop of activists have a lot 
going for them. 


For example, nearly 86 per cent of 
those who responded, said they like Lom­ 
poc very much or at least moderately 
well : more than 63 per cent said the pre­ 
sent method of disposing of trash and 
garbage pollutes the environment and 
robs future generations of valuable 
resources; more than 80 per cent of 
those who answered the questionnaires, 
said the recycling program was very im­ 
portant in Lompoc; 18.1 per cent said the 
city should sponsor it even if a moderate 
subsidy is required; 10.3 per cent okayed 
city sponsorship if the annual subsidy 
were kept small; 33.5 per cent okayed 
city sponsorship provided the recycling 
program could pay its own way ; 25.7 per 
cent said there should be a cooperative 
effort by the city and individuals without 
added expense to the city; 12.4 per cent 
wanted the recycling program to be 
strictly voluntary without city participa­ 
tion. 


Despite the qualified approvals as in­ 
dicated by those latter percentages, 
nearly 51 per cent said they’d be willing 
to pay whatever is required in the way of 
taxes to maintain a city-operated recycl­ 
ing program going; nearly 79 per cent 
said they would be willing to separate old 
newspapers, cans and bottles from their 
trash and place them in separate con­ 
tainers for collection by the city; but 
only 29 per cent said they would be will­ 
ing to take the separated items to con­ 
venient collection centers in the city. 


Members of SAVE can boast a new­ 
spaper collection center, and soon, 
perhaps a system for collectin g 
aluminum and other soft metals. Both 
operations are the result of efforts by in­ 
dividuals who obviously are devoting a 
large amount of time to the projects. No 
one has figured out yet how to make any 
of the projects substitute for their 
regular income 


Employes of the Department of Tran­ 
sportation in San Luis Obispo have been 
in a state traumatic shock, ever since 
the state announced cutbacks in highway 
building projects. That began a couple of 
years ago. The department in San Luis 
Obispo, once teeming with activity was 
reduced for all practical considerations
